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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the Invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 10 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Denham et al. (WO 02/38329). Denham discloses a process of manufacturing a 
threaded fastener comprising deforming a workpiece (1 1 ) by cold heading (page 2, line 
36) so as to form a recess zone (12) and a bore (14). Denham discloses a ratio of 
hardness between zone 1 (140) and zone 2 (350) of 0.40 on page 4, lines 31-35). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Denham et al. (WO 02/38329) in view of Wright et al. (5,282,698). Denham discloses a 

process of manufacturing a threaded fastener comprising deforming a workpiece (1 1 ) 

by cold heading (page 2, line 36) so as to form a recess zone (12) and a bore (14). 

Denham discloses that the bore is then tapped. Denham does not disclose that the 

workpiece is annealed between the formation of the recess zone and the formation of 
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the bore. Wright teaches that it is known to form a rough part (10) with a recess (32). 
Next, the part (10) is annealed and bores (34,38) are formed and tapped (column 3, 
lines 59-64) to provide internal thread (42). It would have been obvious to one skilled in 
the art at the time of invention to provide the workpiece of Denham with intermediate 
annealing as taught by Wright in order to provide a necessary hardness to the 
workpiece prior to bore forming and tapping.
